Auckland: 
The monthly meeting of the 
Branch was held on Saturday, 19th 


Jume and presided over by the Chair- 


men, Mr. J. Barr. The speaker of 
the evening was Miss u. Dromgool, 
her subject being "Conference Im- 
pressions." Miss Dromgool attended 
the Conference held last February 

in the capacity of an Associate Mem- 
ber and was able to observe the pro- 
ceedings from a more or less impar- 
tial attitude, and her paper gave an 
interesting summary of the proceed- 
ings as viewed from that angle. 

The majority of the Branch mem- 
bers have signified their intention 
of joining tne special study circle 
to be held under the direction of 
Mr. Salter Davies, the final ar- 
rangements for which it is hoped 
will be made at «n early date. 


Canterbury: 

On Thursday, 10th June, 
at the Sydenham Public Library, 
Christcnurch, the Canterbury Branch 
held its second ordinary mecting. 
The small attendance was due partly 
to the weather, and partly to the 
fact that there are only 14 per- 
sons within at least 50 miles of 
Christchurch who are engaged full 
time on library work. True, there 
are several part-time and student 
assistants, and some people who heve 
library activities as a part of their 
work; there are also several hundred 


men and women who serve as officers 
and committeemen of the numerous 
independent libraries. By the time 
these people have done a few hours 
voluntary duty, they have not much 
spere time left, and librery work 
may not cven be their chicf intcr- 
est. The Canterbury Branch, there- 
fore, is suffering under the double 
difficulty of having a greater task 
than other branches in improving 
local conditions and at the same 
time having a smaller number of live 
members. Several of the most active 
members are of “amateur stctus," 

but far more are needed. 

At the June meeting, after ean 
inspection of the Sydenham Library, 
Mr. G. T. Aliey, Librarian of the 
Association for Country Education, 
geve an address on "Advantages of 
Inter-Library Co-operation," with 
special reference to the rural lib- 
rary ficld. The speaker traced 
briefly the work that the A.C.E. 
and its forerunner, the C.A.R. 
library scheme, had attompted to do 
since 1930 in rural Canterbury. 
Book service had been given by 
various means, by direct issues 
from a book truck to individuals, 
by the travelling hamper systen, 
end by loan services of books to 
libraries. "I feel perfectly sure," 
said the speaker, "that the only 
permanent method of establishing 
sound rurcl library services is by 
getting people interested in and 





working for thcir own iibrerics." 
The whole point was, however, to 
secure by Lown or contrsct scr- 
vices, frecdom from the buying of 
"murginal" books, nad then to build 
up and sustcin int: rest in the in- 
nuacrable wzys in which improved 
service could be given. Pconle wer: 
anxious to improve their librirics, 
there wes no doubt of hat, but 
hitherto the Lack of direc ion and 
pructiccl help had rendered etivity 
sterile. There was an obvious Lesson 
for the suburben Llibriries of Christ- 
church in the experiences of their 
country friends.

LOCAL NEWS. 





CHRISTCHURCH: Canterbury University 
College Library: 

A "Kardex" visible 
index for checking in current per- 
iodicals and continuations, and 
keeping records of missing numbers, 
payment, etc. is being installed. 
The librarian has prepared a form 
suited to New Zealand conditions, 
and the standard size of 6" x 4" 
is being used. If any other libra- 
rians are interested in having torms 
printed at the same time to save ex- 
pense, he would be pleased to hear 
from them. The form, which gives 
some details and spaces for checking 
the arrival of numbers on the front, 
ana other information including re- 
cords of payment or acknowledgement 
and binding on the back, is suitable 
for ordinary cards filed upright in 
a drawer, as well as for visible in- 
dexes such as "Kardex."

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DUNEDIN: Hocken Library: 

In June, a 
special display of rare books, maps 
and newspapers relating to early New 
Zealand and the Pacific was arranged 
in the Library. There were severcl 
copies of the earliest newspepers, 
including the Otago News, the first 
paper printed in Dunedin; Korero o 
Niu Titini (the New Zealend Messen- 
ger), the first Maori newspaper; 
the Auckland Times, which was sup- 
pressed by the Government efter its 
ninth issue, and was there: fter prin- 
ted on a mangle by its resourceful 





editor; the Dunedin Punch, rounded 
in 1865; and other publications. 


Maori books included a translation 
of Robinson Crusoe and several of the 
first publicetions of the Church 
Missionary Society Press at Paihiz, 
waere William Colenso issued the 
first printed books in New Zealand. 
Illustrations on display included 
several of Gilfillen's delightful 
pencil sketches of Maoris; "The New 
Zealanders," by Angas; the plates 
of Cook's "Voyages to the Pacific 
Ocean"; and "Earle's sketches of 
New Zealand, 1838." Among the maps 
was a copy of that quaint map of New 
Zealand drawn by the Maoris Tuki and 
Huri in 1793 on tne floor of « hut 
on Norfolk Island, whither they had 
been taken to teach the convicts how 
to work the New Zealand flax. There 
was also & copy of the map of the 
Otago lakes, drawn from memory by 
the Maori duruhuru in 1848. 


Dunedin Public Library: 

AccOuntS 
of the special displays on subjects 
of topical interest arranged by the 
Public Library ere published in the 
local press. They include Lists of 
books, with annotations, and are 
greatly appreciated by those who are 
searching for information on specific 
subjects. 





Otago University Library: 

For 
some time one or the most pressing 
needs of the Library has been proper 
classification. Large sections have 
never been classified at all. The 
remainder has been nominally arran- 
ged according to the Dewey Decimal 
system, but owing to a bad beginning 
and successive modifications it has 
become today quite unworkable. 

After some experimentation with 
the Library of Congress scheme and 
the new system of bibliogr:phic clés-

sification revised by Bliss, the 
latter has been adopted and a4 be- 
ginning made with its application. 
About 5,000 volumes have already 
been reclassified, including philo- 
sophy and most of the natural 
sciences. 

Naturally some criticism is to 
be expected for the adoption of such 
an unorthodox choice as Bliss, but 
it was made only after very carerul 
consideration and triel, and so far 
is working smoothly. The fact is 
that Bliss's scheme, though the 
schecules were published only last 
yeer, has been evolved in a univer- 
sity library, having been developed 
over a period of 20 yeers in the 
College of the City of New York, 
where the author is Classifier. 

Its ¢édvanteges over other schemes, 
particularly for a university, are 
briefly: logical order, economic 
notation, well planned systematic 


schedules. Its chief disadvantage 
is that so far the schedules have 


been published only in condensed 
form. But this is immaterial in 
the Otago University, where the 
main problem is to get 30,000 books 
into some sort of order as soon @é 
possible. Therefore, logical order, 
well-balanced main classes, and cx- 
pansibility are prime requisites. 
Neither of the two latter are pos- 
sessed by the Library of Congress, 
at eny rate as regards the particu- 
lar needs of the University Library. 
For example, two whole classes are 
essigned to Military Science and 
Neval Science, subjects which ¢r- 
scarcely represented in this lib- 
rary. Finally, the systematic 
schedules sre cn immense advantage, 
perticularly in providing for the 
special locations, such as depart- 
mentzl collections, etc., which are 
so troublesome a feature to the 
classificr in « university library.

GISBORNE: Te Kareke Public Librery: 





The Turenganui Public Library Com- 
mittee hopes to get in touch with 
all the public libraries in the 
Gisborne district, although there 
ere very few eas the Women's Insti- 
tutes ell have libraries attached, 
end further library service has, i 
most ceases been considered unneces 
sary. It is thought that much may 
be done to help these smaller lib- 
reries until such time as the Re- 
gional Scheme comes into being.

Recently three representatives 
from the Turanganui Library Commit- 
tee went to Te Karaka, a small town 
18 miles from Gisborne, to inspect 
the Public Library and to meet the 
committee. They have a small 
building, consisting of two rooms, 
one of whicn houses the books, while 
the other is used for committee 
meetings, local club meetings, etc., 
the rents thus obtained forming the 
larger part of tne library's revenue. 
As the building is an endowment, 
no rent has to be paid, The books, 
mainly fiction und compar: tively 
modern, are in excellent condition 
and are arranged attractively on 
the shelves. A record of books 
issued is kept, although « fairly 
large number are lost, owing to 
the scattered nature of the district 
served. Membership totals 30, «and 
the annusl subscription is 10/6, 
each member tacking up to 4 books 
at time. The income is further 
fkugmented by occesional small done- 
tions, and by money raised at social 
functions from time to time. The 
committee is intensely intcrested 
in the prospect of being Linked up 
with the regionsl scheme «t some

future date, and the representatives 
from the Turanganui Libr«ry outlined 


its functions. Tne Te Keraka Lib- 
rary is fortunate in possessing the 
honorary services of 2 secretary- 
librarian, who, although he has had 
no training, is efficient, energetic, 
end runs the library in « thoroughly 
businesslike way.

INVERCARGILL: Public Library: 

The 
arrangement arrived at between the 
City Council and the country schools 
to provide boxes of juvenile read- 
ing is proving = very popular one. 
Up to the present 45 schools have 
joined the Library, taking between 
them 547 subscriptions. These range 
from 5 to 25, the majority taking 
10 books at ime. 

Mr. Farnall's annusel report 
shows the stock of books in all 
departments to have been increased 
by 1,879 volumes, making « total 
of 36,462; the distribution being 
Reference and N.Z. Collections 
12,691, Lending «nd Juvenile De- 
partments 23,771.

On each oc- 
casion the librarians of the institu- 
tions concerned visited the partici- 
pating librsry end made a sclection 
of the volumes desired. These were 
incorporated in the permanent stock 
of the receiving library. The arren- 
gement has aroused keen interest am- 
ong the members of the respective 
librzries, and hes been carried out 
to the complete satisfaction of ell 
concerned.

Bookbinding snd iLibrsry Book Repairing 





The operetion known as "casing 
in" is the next final step in mach- 
ine bindings. As a book cover is 


finished before it is atteched to the 
book, it may be made in znother de- 
partment of the bindery during the 
operations previously dealt with. 

It will be seen from the previous 
article on "hand binding" that the 
tupes or cords are securely fastened 
to the boards before the covering 
material is applied, so that the 
cover virtuaily becomes an integrsl 
part of the structure of the book. 
When ¢ book is "cased" paste is 
aoplied to either side of the boo 
and tne finished cover is simply 
attached to the sides; thus the 
book is united to its cover merely 
by the pasted slips, mull end end 
pepers. 

The making of book covers or 
"cases" for large quantities of books 
is now done in 2il large binderies by 
machines. The materials used cre 
Straw boards, stout paper or thin 
boards for stiffening, and cloth. 

The boards are cut to size rapidl 


by «u rotary cutting machine and the 
actuel case is made in «4 machine 
which automatically glues the cloth, 
apolics the boards and back Lining 
end turns in the cages of the cloth, 
thereby meking a complete cover. 
One type of machine requires the 
cloth to be cut to the exact size 
of the cover, whilst another uses 
the cloth in rolls, autometicelly 
cutting it as required, the latter 
being a foster type of machine, 
turning out up to 1000 completed 
cases per hour as against 450 to 
750 by the former type. This slow- 
er machine, however, has the adven- 
tege thet it can be rapidly edjust- 
od for making eccses of a particulsr 
i es against ¢ more or less 
Standerd size by the faster machine. 
The book cover is now ready to 
nave its title lettered and be or- 
nomented in various ways by print- 
ing or embossing. The dies for 
stemping are usuelly cut in hardened 
bress, ond the complete design may 
eitner be cut in one block or made 
up of seversl smell blocks. 





The final work of combining the 
book with its reeay made cover is 
done by machines, two of which may 
be taken as an average stcandzrd of 
output, complete the work at the 
rate of from 500 to 700 books per 
hour. The books, after being remo- 
ved from the casing-in machines, 
are placed in en hydraulic press in 
which they are stacked and pressed 
for several hours. Finelly the 
dust jecket is affixed 2nd the 
is complete 

A comperison of the two processes, 
hand-bound and machinc-bound, will 
disclose the numerous weaknesses of 
the latter style
